"Bam" Bamford whose efforts 
are spent helping his fellow 
man to keep Mr. Truman and 
ihe Democrats from taking all 
his earnings—before the repub- 
licans get a crack at them—rea- 
sons that if allowance is made 
for "depletion of natural re- 
sources" in oil wells, cattle and 
some ofher of our industries, 
the same. rule might apply to 
our land which is wasting away.

The idea behind the effort is 
to allow the depletion of values 
in muck agricultural lands to 
be taken by owners in tax re- 
ports over a period of 30 to 50 
years.

NATURE BEATS MAN TO 
DISCOVERY OF PONTOONS 

Man may think he invented 
ponttoons, but Nature beat him 
to it with a hollow cylinder de- 
vice that not only solved the 
floating problem but also trap- 
ped the daily needs for food. 

Feathery bladderwort plants 
float in water because every 
little feathery branch is cover- 
ed with small pontoon-like blad- 
ders. By rigging up a trapdoor 
into each bladder, this interest- 
ing plant invites unsuspecting 
insects like mosquitoes to wig- 
gletail into the bladder, prob- 
ably thinking it a nice place to 
hide for a few hours. The trap- 
door closes; and the insect be- 
comes a meal for the hungry 
bladderwort, 

When the flowering season 
arrives, bladderworts develop 
pontoons that are really showy. 
Five to seven light pink blad- 
ders, each about as long as 
man’s little finger, form a star 
at the base of the flower stem. 
This beatuiful pink star, four 
or five inches across, floats on 
the water and holds a spike of 
yellow snapdragon-like flowers 
above the water. 

In January and February the 
ditches and water under the 
catwalk at Highlands Hammock 
State Park, near Sebring, and 
the lakes of Myakka River 
State Park, near Sarasota, are 
yellow and pink with these 
plants. During May and June, 
the waters of the lakes and 
bayou at Gold’ Head Branch 
State Park near Keystone 
Heights, join the colorful show 
of flowering bladderworts that 
serve man by devouring thous- 
ands of his most itching enemies 

mosquitoes.

MANY FARMERS USE 
ELECTRICAL EQUIPMENT 
TO IRRIGATE CROPS

In Florida, electric motors 
pump water for irrigation pur- 
poses from tlle citrus and veget- 
able area in the south to the 
tobacco and general farming 
area in the north. Farmers in 
these areus use other kinds of 
power, too, but where electric- 
ity is available it is being used 
more and more as a source of 
power. 

Economics and weather di- 
rectly affect the amount of ir- 
rigation equipment installed. 
Good prices and a dry season 
tend to increase the number of 
farmers who turn to supple- 
mental irrigation. Availability 
of electricity, electric rates, and 
cooperation of the power sup- 
pliers to a large extent deter- 
mine the number of electric 
motors used for irrigation. 

Farmers who use electric 
power for pumping and those 
who don't will generally agree 
that the convenience and ease 
of pushing a button to start the 
pump is one of the principal 
advantages of electric power

The cheapest source of pow- 
er will depend, im most cases, 
on the number of hours the unit 
is used. If a system is used less 
than 100 hours a year, ither 
liquid-cooled gasoline ncs 
or diesel engines would proba- 
bly be more ecoonmical, depend- 


a system is used over 200 hours 
a year, more electric power 
| than the minimum required will. 
be used and electric power will 
generally be cheaper. 

Electric suppliers limit the 
size motors installed on their 
single phase lines. In most 
cases a 742 hp motor is the 
largest allowed on a single 
phase line, but with 3-phase 
power any size needed can be 
installed. 

When considering an electric 
installation a person should in- 
clude the cost of starting equip- 
ment. Except for rare tases of 
power failure, the electric mo- 
tor is always ready to go at the 
touch of a button.
